I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  for  your  consideration. 
This  Report  has  been  planned  on  similar  lines  to  those  of  recent  years  and  aims  to 
give  in  concise  form  the  relevant  information  about  health  and  hygiene  in  the 
district. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  public  health  perhaps  the  most  outstanding  feature 
of  1963  was  the  very  considerable  improvement  in  the  situation  as  regards  the  big 
sewBige  schemes,  some  of  which  had  been  under  consideration  since  the  pre-war  days. 
Difficulties  and  hindrances  which  some  years  ago  appeared  almost  insoluble  are  now 
resolved  and  the  time  is  approaching  when  large  portions  of  the  district  will  have 
the  benefit  of  an  up  to  date  sewage  system.. 

Infectious  disease  investigations,  supervision  of  food  and  v/ater  and  general 
hygiene  in  all  spheres  of  life  in  the  district  v/ere  kept  under  review  and  every 
endeavour  was  made  to  maintaia  the  highest  Possible  standards,  and  I would  submit 
that  the  results  outlined  in  this  Report  speak  for  themselves. 

I would  thanlc  both  the  Council  and  Officers  for  their  co-operation  during 
the  year.

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MMAL  REPORT 


of  the 

llEDICilL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


The  steady  growth  which  has  heen  a characteristic  of  the  population  of 
the  Deben  Rural  District  over  the  post  7;ar  years  continued  in  1963  and  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  to  anticipate  any  changes  in  the  trend  in  the 
near  future.  Indeed  from  the  interest  which  East  Anglia  as  a whole  seems  to 
attract  from  both  industrial  and  residential  points  of  view,  the  trend  may 
well  be  accelerated.  On  the  other  hand  the  possibility  of  future  boundary 
adjustments,  which  could  be  at  the  expense  of  the  rural  area  must  be  remembered. 

The  national  Census  of  I96I  which  went  into  minute  details  concerning  the 
composition  of  population,  was  published  recently  and  some  of  the  facts  and 
figures  are  of  general  interest.  Extracts  from  these  figures  are  given 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Live  Births 

The  total  of  569  Live  Births  is  rather  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  (59l) 
and  gives  a comparative  Birth  Rate  of  17.52  per  1000  population  as  compared  with 
18,2  for  England  and  Wales.  ' 

Still  Births 


Still  Births  totalled  9 with  a Still  Birth  Rate  of  I5.8  (England  and  Wales 
17*3)»  This  number  is  rather  higher  than  in  1962. 


Deaths 


The  tables  on  pages  I2/13  set  out  the  statistical  data.  It  will  be  seen 
that  in  I963  the  deaths  numbered  447  which  is  25  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Male  deaths  were  again  preponderant  ( 231  males,  216  females).  The  comparative 
death  rate  was  10.93  per  1000  (England  and  Wales  12,2). 

Infantile  deaths  (under  1 year)  numbered  I5  which  gives  an  Infantile  Death 
Rate  of  26,36  as  compared  vdth  a rate  of  20,9  for  England  and  Wales,  The  rate 
for  this  group  of  deaths  fluctuates  considerably  from  year  to  year  ov/ing  to  the 
small  numbers  involved.  The  main  cause  of  infantile  deaths  v/as  prematurity, 
and  the  majority  occurred  within  the  first  week  of  life. 

'/ith  regard  to  the  general  causes  of  death  wo  find  the  pattern  is  much  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  years.  Once  again  the  diseases  associated  with  heart 
and  circulation  are  most  numerous  with  the  malignant  diseases  next  in  order, 
Slight  increases  are  noted  in  deaths  from  respiratory  infections,  influenza, 
pneumonia  and  bronchitis,  fhere  is  also  an  increase  in  deaths  from  coronary 
disease  and  angina. 
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Deaths  (Continued) 


Uiccidents  during  1963  took  the  lives  of  13  persons.  Of  this  numher  4 were 
road  accidents  and  the  others  occurred  elcs’;7here.  There  v/ere  also  4 suicides. 
These  numbers  are  more  or  less  in  line  v;ith , those  of  previous  years.  It  might 
he  of  interest  to  note  that  over  the  past  10  years  (l954  - 19^3)  there  xvere  in 
the  Rural  District  52  road  deaths,  113  other  accidental  deaths  and  39  suicides, 
making  a total  of  204  persons  v/ho  died  hy  violent  means  during  that  period. 

The  Census,  I96I. 

The  National  Census  is  held  every  10  years  and  includes  a considerable  amount 
of  detail  on  the  composition  of  the  population,  its  living  conditions  and  general 
environment.  The  report  on  Suffolk  r/as  issued  recently  and  I have  extracted  some 
facts  and  figures  v,'hich  I thought  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Council.

Rotifiahle  Disease 

The  total  of  452  notifications  is  an  increase  over  the  previous  years  with 
the  exceptions  of  i960  (514)  and  1957  (738). 

The  main  cause  of  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  lies  in  the  cyclical 
recurrence  of  measles  outbreaks, 

A small  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
This  was  mainly  centered  round  the  Grundisburgh  area  and  seems  to  have  originated 
in  a convalescent  carrier  in  that  area.  The  outbreak  was  not  in  any  degree  serious 
in  either  magnitude  or  severity  and  was  mainly  remarkable  for  the  amount  of  time 
which  was  required  to  ensure  complete  elimination  of  the  infection. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  a disease  which  had  been  absent  from  this  district 
for  many  years,  7/as  reported.  This  was  the  77ife  of  an  American  Officer  \7ho  had 
been  on  holiday  in  Switzerland  when  the  notorious  outbreak  occurred  in  that 
Country.  She  made  an  uneventful  recovery. 

Prevention  of  Disease

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Housing 


The  demand  in  the  Rural  District  for  houses  of  all  types  continues,  although 
the  urgency  is  perhaps  rather  less  than  it  \?as  some  years  ago.  The  purchase 
price  of  property  of  practically  all  types  and  conditions  has  increased  and  there 
is  a steadily  grooving  influx  of  people  from  other  areas,  particularly  from 
Greater  London,  who  are  looking  for  more  restful  surroundings  for  weekends,  holidays 
and  eventual  retirement.  This  is  producing  its  effect  on  the  housing  situation. 
Cottages  “/hich  until  now  have  heen  occupied  hy  agricultural  workers  are  being 
bought,  renovated  and  occupied  by  newconors  while  the  previous  type  of  occupant 
has  to  seek  accommodation  from  the  local  authority. 

The  waiting  list  for  council  houses  is  still  considerable  and  to  meet  it 
building  must  continue,  '/hile  private  building  and  housing  associations  can  be 
of  great  help  in  this  respect  the  local  authority  still  has  a responsibility. 

The  housing  of  the  aged  is  a subject  about  ’-’hich  I have  written  at  some 
length  in  previous  reports  and  the  importance  of  the  subject  again  demands 
mention.  The  Registrar  General  reported  that  in  I96I  there  were  758  pensioners 
living  alone  in  the  Deben  Sural  District.  This  represented  23*4  persons  per 
1000  population  and  there  is  every  reason  to  think  that  this  number  is  increasing 
annually.  Only  too  frequently  these  people  are  occupying  accommodation  v/hich, 
for  one  reason  or  another  is  unsuitable  and  the  majority  are  not  in  a position 
to  get  a home  tailored  to  their  needs.  In  this  matter  the  local  authority  can 
do  much  to  help  these  people  by  the  supply  of  Old  People's  dwellings. 

Caravans 


Caravans  as  permanent  homes  continue  to  increase  in  numbers.  In  certain 
circumstances  these  may  form  a useful  substitute  for  a more  conventional  type  of 
dwelling  especially  where  the  family  is  small  or  where  the  man,  by  the  nature 
of  his  employment  has  to  move  about  the  country  at  frequent  intervals.  There  are, 
however,  intrinsic  drawbacks  in  caravans  as  permanent  dwellings  and  it  is  therefore 
most  important  that  very  careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  all  the 
circumstances  when  granting  permission  for  their  use, and  once  permission  is 
given  they  must  be  supervised  regularly  and  thoroughly  to  ensure  adherence  to  the 
conditions  imposed  in  the  licence. 

"'ith  regard  to  holiday  accommodation  the  popularity  of  the  caravan  continues 
to  increase  and  there  are  not  by  any  means  sufficient  properly  equipped  sites  to 
meet  the  demand  in  the  holiday  season. 

Holiday  camping  for  some  unknown  reason  has  received  little  attention  and 
less  encouragement  in  this  country,  yet  more  and  more  people  are  turning  towards 
this  type  of  holiday.  Abroad  camping  is  recognised  officially  and  proper  camp 
sites  can  be  found  in  the  main  holiday  areas.  The  council  might  think  it 
worth7/hile  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  a properly  appointed  and  equipped 
camp  site  v/ithin  this  area. 
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TTater  Supply 


Statistical  details  relating  to  the  water  supply  will  be  found  on  page  19 
et.seq.  During  the  year  the  public  water  supply  has  proved  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality.  The  water  is  naturally  of  a high  degree  of  hardness  but 
softening  at  source  has  lessened  this  drawback.  There  are  no  signs  of  plumbo- 
solvency.  The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  around  0,1  parts  per 
million  and  chbrination  is  carried  out  at  the  various  sources  and  has  always 
proved  effective. 

Sanitation  and  Sewage  Disposal 


The  Sewering  of  the  district  has  made  real  progress  during, the  year.  The 
Scheme  for  draining  Martleshan  and  the  surrounding  parishes  has  gone  forward  in 
a most  satisfactory  manner,  as  have  the  joint  works  on  the  disposal  plant  at 
llartlesham  Creek. 

The  drainage  of  Melton  has  also  advanced  and  will  cone  into  operation  next 

year. 


There  are  a number  of  smaller  schemes  ?/hich  are  projected  for  certain  parishes 
in  the  district  and  of  these  a Scheme  for  the  parish  of  Kirton  is  awaiting 
Ministerial  approval  while  schemes  for  Tuddenham  and  Grundisburgh  are  in  a 
preparatory  stage. 

There  are  no  public  conveniences  in  the  district  which  have  been  supplied  by 
the  Coioncil,  The  urbanised  parishes  and  the  many  places  of  interest  in  the  area 
attract  considerable  numbers  of  people  and  I feel  most  strongly  that  adequate 
provision  must  be  made  for  the  comfort  of  the  public  and  the  cleanliness  of  the 
countryside.  Only  too  often  people  have  to  rely  on  the  good  neighbourliness  of 
publicans  and  private  individuals. 

Fegetiations  have  been  going  on  to  secure  sites  for  conveniences  at  Orford, 
Shingle  Street  and  Wickham  Market  ^’hile  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  claims 
of  other  parishes. 

In  recent  years  we  have  seen  a steadily  increasing  use  of  cur  main  roads, 
especially  the  A ITjby  through  traffic.  Laybys  have  been  prepared  at  intervals 
along  the  roads  complete  with  litter  bins  and  these  are  used  to  the  maximum. 

It  is  'unfortunate  that  the  planning  stopped  there  and  did  not  provide  toilet 
facilities  near  at  least  some  of  the  laybys.  Any  layby  sited  near  a concealing 
nsdge  or  a few  trees  needs  little  investigation  to  show  that  it  has  become  an 
"unofficial  toilet  with  all  the  attendant  nuisance,  I feel  that  an  a'pproach  to 
the  highway  A'uthority  with  a view  to  securing  toilet  accommodation  at  certain 
laybys  would  help  to  remove  an  offensive  practice.
